Then enter the following three numbers of the course 
number into the course number box and then hit search. 
You can also find the class number and the course num¬ 
ber on the OCE website http://continuinged.uml.edu or 
www.uml.edu/admin/registrar or in the OCE bulletin. 

Repeat Step 7 until all desired classes have been added. 

9. Click on [Proceed 2 of 3] bar. 

10. Finish Enrolling.

If space becomes available in a course, the 
wait list function will add you into the class in the order of 
your request.

UCards (ID Cards) 

All students may request a UCard, but for most OCE stu¬ 
dents a UCard is not needed. The UCard primarily works as 
a student ID and an access card, but benefits also include a 
declining balance (debit) feature that works at all on-campus 
dining locations, bookstores, and vending machines, as well 
as over 30 participating merchants in the Lowell area. 
Beginning in Fall, 2011, the UCard is also used for printing 
across campus, but printing cards can be purchased from 
the Libraries as well. OCE students who require parking 
before 3:30 pm and have classes in labs secured by card 
access are required to have a UCard. Your instructor will let 
you know if you need a UCard to access a particular lab.

Students who complete a graduate certificate 
with a > 3.5 GPA may be able to waive the GRE 
when applying to a related master's degree. 

Requirements to Complete a 
Graduate Certificate 

Certificate courses must be completed within a 
five year period with a minimum 3.0 grade point 
average and with not more than two courses with 
a grade below B. Courses completed for one 
certificate may not be used for other certificates.

Ph.D. in in Criminal 
Justice and Criminology 

UMass Lowell's Ph.D. in Criminal 
Justice and Criminology is the only 
publicly supported doctoral pro¬ 
gram in criminology/criminal justice 
in New England, and the second 
university overall in New England. 
The curriculum of this interdiscipli¬ 
nary, research-oriented degree 
emphasizes rigorous education in 
theory and methodology, and sub¬ 
stantive courses addressing crime, 
criminals, victims, and the effec¬ 
tiveness of current strategies in the 
areas of crime prevention, policing, 
the courts, and the corrections 
system. 

Graduates of the doctoral program 
will be competent to conduct inter¬ 
disciplinary research and to teach 
at both graduate and undergradu¬ 
ate levels, and will be well posi¬ 
tioned to develop productive 
research agendas in crime and 
justice. They also will be well pre¬ 
pared for analytical and administra¬ 
tive leadership posts in interna¬ 
tional and domestic research and 
policy institutions. In addition, the 
program will train the policy ana¬ 
lysts, managers, and administrators 
in criminal justice and community 
venues to help prevent crime, or to 
respond effectively to those who 
violate the law or who come into 
contact with the justice system.

Dean's Fellowships 

Criteria: Newly admitted full-time, in-state, New England 
Regional and Proximity Master's candidates not receiving 
an assistantship* 

Amount: $2,000 for one year 

Provost's Fellowships 

Criteria: Newly admitted full-time, out-of-state and interna¬ 
tional Master’s candidates not receiving an assistantship* 

Amount: $4,000 for one year 

Professional Science Master's Fellowships 

Criteria: Newly admitted full-time Professional Science Master's 
candidates regardless of residency. (PSM candidates are 
ineligible for an assistantship.)* 

Amount: $5,000 for one year 

University Fellowships 

Criteria: New applicants to Doctoral Programs regardless 
of other aid or assistantship — one per PhD degree 
granting college. 

Amount: $4,000 per year for four years with full-time status

Federal Teach Grant

Graduate certificate programs are designed for students holding a bachelor's degree in a field related to the certificate 
program. In most cases, graduate certificate course credit may be applied to a relevant master's degree program. Most 
certificates consist of four three-credit courses. The application fee is $50, and no graduate record exam (GRE) is 
required. Students who complete a graduate certificate with a GPA of > 3.5 and who later apply to a degree program 
within the same discipline may be able to waive the GRE.
